COMPEL RUN OVER 


FALLING TRESTLE 


Force Trainmen to Detach 


Express Car and Dash 


Through Fire. 


Muskogeo , Okla., 
Oct. 29.—Three 


youthful robbers held up a southbound 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas train south 
of Eufaula today, compelled the engi- 
neer to detach the express and baggage 
cars and run them 
ahead, then they 


blasted and rifled 
the 
express safe. 


Company officials believe the robbers 
got several thousand dollars. 


By setting fire to a trestle near the 


town of Wirth, the bandits had no trou- 
ble in flagging the .train to a halt. 


Although the flames threatened to 


destroy the trestle before their work 
was accomplished, the robbers moved 
deliberately. 
Covering the engineer and 


fireman with their revolvers they or- 
dered them from the locomotive cab. 
J. A. Dolan, the train's conductor, leap- 
ed from a coach and he was lined up 
beside the enginemen. 
A porter also 


fell a 'victim to his curiosity and was 
made to stand beside the conductor. 


Over Burning Trestle. 


While one robber held the line of em- 


• ployes the other two uncoupled the en- 


gine, baggage and express car from the 
coaches. 
They then forced the train- 


men into the cab and ordered the engi- 
neer to open the throttle. The locomo- 
tive, pulling the two cars shot across 
the burning bridge. What remained of 
the structure fell into the water a min- 
ute after the cars had passed. The pas- 
senger coaches were 'left standing at 
the brink of the stream. 


Half a mile on the other side of the 


bridge the bandits ordered the engineer 
to stop. The safe in the express car was 
dynamite'd and ransacked. 


Their work completed, the robbers 


fled to the wood-covered hills with their 
plunder. 
Express officials fear several 


thousand dollars was stolen. The alarm 
was soon given and posses were sent 
from 
Crowder 
and 
Eufaula. 
Other 


posses left an hour later on special 
trains from McAlester and Muskogee. 


According to the descriptions given 


each of the bandits was less than 25 
years old. . 


Haul Was Big One. 


Eve witnesses claim to-have seen one 


of the robbers twice make trips from 
the express safe, each time with his 
arms piled high with sealed packages 
of currency. Possemen found the" out- 
er wrapper of one of these packages 
which had contained $3,500, consignee 
by the Southwestern National bank, o:

tional bank of Greenville, Texas.

Condition Very Critical,

'uture. 


The vico president was regarded as 


nuch improved when his physician left 
lim this morning. 
Dr. Fayette H. 


Peck, who spent the night at the Sher- 
man home, gave out the following state- 
ment at 6 o'clock this morning: 


From 
midnight until about 5:30 


o'clock Mr. Sherman had a quiet, un- 
disturbed sleep. 
He is now resting 


quietly and feeling very much better in 
'act is physically and mentally much 
mproved. 


Was Very Comfortable. 


"The serious symptoms of the last 


'ew days have disappeared and the pa- 
:ient is now very comfortable." 


Dr. Peck stated this morning, that 


lis patient wns in better condition than 


had been at any time during the 


past four days. He could not say that 
the present ^critical danger had passed, 
or give any assurance cut to what might 
follow in the case of one so weakened 
by and suffering with the complications, 
surrounding Mr. Sherman. However, he 
felt some encouragement. 


.Mr. Sherman's Illness. 


Dr. Peck last night authorized the 


following statement of the vice presi- 
dent's ease: 


"Mr. Sherman has been sick all this 


year, due to the condition of the kid- 
neys, hardening of the arteries and 
softening of the muscles of the heart, 
which stretch somewhat. Mr/Sherman 
had an attack in the Adirondacks, at 
Big Moose lake, and I expected him to 
die. 


"Since August his condition has been 


aggravated arid he has been steadily 
failing. 


"For the last three weeks, since he 


came back from Connecticut, .where he 
went to rest, he has been dressed only 
once and that was a week ago Friday 
when, against my protest, he Trent out 
to the polls to register. 


"Mr.'Sherman is now-in the condition 


which that sort of trouble leads to and 
is very seriously ill, hut there is, I be- 
lieve, no immediate danger of death." '

Charles W. Eliot, president emeritus 01 
Harvard. 


"The whole eastern half of the United 


States," he said, ''has been forcibly re- 
minded of the stupidity, wastefulness 
and ineffectiveness of strikes, considered 
as remedies for 
social and industrial 


wrongs. 
It should be observed, how- 


ever, 
concerning this 
disappointment 


that it results in a large measure from 
a difficulty which accounts 'for a good 
many troubles 
in the United States, 


namely, the difficulty 
of«assimilating 


year after year large numbers of for- 
eigners. 


"The managers, leaders and promoters 


of strikes are frequently foreigners or 
persons whose 
parents came to this 


country from Europe, and a large pro- 
portion of the men who engage in them 
are of foreign birth, 


"The industrial wars which so seri 


ously diminish the productiveness anc 
prosperity' of the country are evidences 
that the common schools have not grap- 
pled successfully with the tremendous 
problem put before them; and,this re- 
mark applies just as much to the em- 


ployers as to the employed. 


"That the solution of the problem 


lies eventually in demanding that these 
men shall be sufficiently intelligent to 
ece the futility 
of 
destroying is ob- 


vious." 


President Eliot declared also that the 


enlightened nnd conservative influence 
of the schools \vns now needed more 
than ever before in social matters, be- 
cause the rontrol formerly exercised by 
the church has been lessened. He made 
this statement in reiterating his belief 
that lack of happiness in nvirriage re- 
lations could be laid to insufficient edu- 
ation. 


Explaining his idea of how a man 


might pass a happy and loiv* life, Dr. 
iliot stated that his observations had 
ed him to believe that no stimulant 
whatever—he mentioned alcohol, tobac- 
co, coffee and tea—should be used habit- 
ually. He made a possible exception in 
;he case of tea. His observations 
in 


China and Japan on 
his recent trip 


around the world led him to think that 
possibly use of tea might not be at1 
tended" with the results he ascribed to 
the other stimulants.

house for her dollies and her toy fur- 
niture, and in which to entertain her lit 
tie friends, never lived. 


All mammas know that, but sometimes 


the papas act as if their little daugh- 
ters ought to be satisfied with the bijj 
grown-ups' room. That shows how lit- 
tle those papas know, doesn't it? 


Well, little girls—and boys, too, for 


lots of times little brothers like to play 
"house"—just tell your papas that you 
want a playhouse like the one the artist 
has drawn." and then read this to him, 
so's he will know how to make one for 
you. 


This playhouse is built like a three 


or four-part screen, hinged together so 
that it can be placed across a corner 


j 


or along the side of a room, or when 
not in use, it can be folded and stored 


the clothes closet. 
It consists of wooden frames, one 


of which holds a hinged wooden door, 
ligh enough and wide enough for a small 
child to walk through without stooping. 


In this door is a little window, which 
may, or may not, be glass. 


The other frames may have small win-

Washington, D. C., Oct. 29.—Negro 


mothers of Washington have responded 
promptly to.the resolutions adopted at 
the mass meeting here urging them to 
provide colored dolls for their children, 
and many negro children are seen fon- 
dling black dolls. 
This line of action 


is more than local. Doll manufacturers 
in Chicago and Louisville have already 
prepared to assist this effort "to instill 
in the minds of the children race love, 
race loyalty and race contentment." 


A part of the resolutions adopted at 


the meeting at which "Jack" Johnson 
was "read out of his race" ii as fol- 
lows: 


"Resolved, That this 
method that 


"Jack" Johnson has chosen of seeking 
pleasure or happiness in mating or try- 
ing to mate with others than the negro 
race is not in harmony with moral eth- 
ica as laid down by the eternal laws of 
race building and social uplift. 


"That we see the futility in training 


an individual along any given line with 
no thought of 
religious development 


also. Johnson has been trained to make 
money out of a sport and a business in 
which the law of God and the love of 
Christ are not known. In his sport ana 
business he has been backed by a de- 
praved 
element of 
whites who were 


striving in their support 
of him to 


make money for themselves. 


"That we call upon the mothers of 


our race to instill in the minds ofthc 
young children race love and race loy- 
alty, remembering that all colors and 
kinds are found among us. To this end 
we would suggest that mothers procure 
colored doll babies for their children to 
fondle, and thus encourage them to be 
satisfied with their own color and peo- 
ple. 


"Finally be it resolved, that 'Jack' 


Johnson is now and forever shall be 
repudiated by all self-respecting black 
men and women of the world because of 
his licentious conduct in Chicago of re- 
cent date." 


Whitfield McKinley, a prominent ne- 


gro lawyer and real 
estate man of 


Washington, said: 


"The negroes of Washington are up 


in arms against Jack Johnson because 
of his actions in Chicago. 
That sort 


of thing gives the idea to the public 
that the great ambition of colored men 
is to run after white women. That is 
not true. 
Johnson is a brute with 


whom no decent colored man or woman 
would associate. 


"There is now a movement on foot 


to induce colored parAts to give their 
children colored dolls, instead of white 
dolls, the idea being to inculcate pride 
of race and the idea that the negroes 
should seek progress along their own 
lines. 
At a recent meeting of negro 


business men in 2Cew York it was an- 
nounced that a firm iri Chicago and an- 
other in Louisville were going to fos- 
ter the idea by putting on the market 
colored dolls and decorative calenders, 
etc., with pictures of colored persons. I 
believe that is the correct theory." 


Dr. J. R. Wilder, a negro, whose abil- 


ity is recognized generally by the medi- 
ca'l fraternity of Washington, said: 


"I deprecate any effort to accentuate 


the differences between the races. There 
is enough of that sort of thing going

given in a report soon to be issued by 
Director Durand .of the bureau of the

The total number of farms in 
the 


United States operated by their own- 
era, which were mortgaged in 1910 is 
1,327,130, while 2,621.283 were reported 
as free from mortgage. These figures 
show an increase since 1900 of 17.7 per 
cent in tha number of farms mortgagee 
and of 4.4 per cent in the number o: 
farms free from mortgage. 


Tha report 
will 
show that 58,10- 


farms were operated by managers, a 
decrease of 1.7 per cent since 1900, an< 
2^54,676 farms were operated by ten 
ants, an increase of 16.3 per cent since 
1900. 


No statistics pertaining to mortgagi 


ndebtedness were secured for farms op- . 
.rated by tenants or hired managers.

unless you knew how, would you?" 
asked Fontana as he scattered a few 
handfuls of fefid into a yard. 
"Well, 


chicken raising isn't so very much dif- 
ferent from running an auto. You've 
got to know how. I've been at it ofl 
"and on for twenty-two years. 
And ) 


don't know it all yet. It's a hard game 
and it isn't so very much different rrom 
anything else. By -that I mean you've 
dimply got to know what you're doing 
before you do it. 
Then there's 
the 


money end. No person who expects to1 


make a living and a success of chicken] 
aising ought to start in on less than 
five acres and from $1,000 lo ?2,000 in 
cash. That's a fair start. Less than 
:hat is putting a premium on failure. 


"There's another 
thing, and that's 


specialiing. 
You've got to specialize, 


The man who mixes all kinds of. breeds 
and all agc-s is going to fail, and for 
:he same reason as the man who tries 
:o raise a few pigs, a couple of cows, 
a few chickens and a corn crop, fails. 
[ don't mean he'll starve to d<*ath; he 
may make a living, but lie won't suc- 
ceed. 


"Most of the inexperienced people get 


off wrong by listening to publications. 
By that I mean some journals devoted 
exclusively to fanning. 
You'll see it 


advertised that a man can take a few 
hundred dollars, buy, a couple of lots 
raise chickens according to a few iron- 
clad rules, and ride around in his auto- 
mobile in a few years. He can't. 01 
course a person might start in on less 
than five acres, paid for. nnd the .$2,000 
in cash that ,3 have mentioned, but he 
would have to be an expert chicken 
raiser," 


Fontnna knows. One year he had 500 


chickens in his two-acre place and each 


hicken netted him over and above all 
expenses just $3. 
But Fontana raises i 


hickens scientifically. He can tell you 
low many chickens in a pen are lay- 
ng. 
He has them penned according, 


:o age, and in each pen he maintains a 
record of the egg production of each i 
chicken. 
Those that 
don't 
lay are j 


speedily converted into soup. 


"The average cost 
to the chicken 


raiser for ono dozen oggs," says Fon- . 
tnna, "is about IS. cents. 
Sometimes , 


it's more, sometimes it's less, but that's ! 
about the average.. Compare that with 
the price you are now paying and try 
to figure out who gets the difference. 


"The expert 
chicken raiser doesn't i 


have to watch a chicken to tell whether \ 
it will lay. He can pick her iip and '. 
if he knows his business he can tell by 
examining her whether she. is an egg 
producer. 


"It's a 
profitable

Fontana, "but it means hard work, mid j 
the man who goes into it expecting to !

Milford and C. C. Horton, of Anderson, 
S. C., the former home of Hyde. They 
are attending the College oi'Physlciani 
and Surgeons, Atlanta. They met the 
body at the train, had it removed to 
the dissecting room at the college, and 
will use it during the remainder of the 
term for studies in anatomy. 


Hyde murdered his 
wife 
and her 


father early last ye>ir. Official* at the 
state 
penitentiary began to doubt 


liyde's sanity, but a commission 
of 


alienists after an examination reported 
that he was eane. 


Hyde was the first South Carolinian 


sentenced to die in the electric chair, 
which had just replaced the,gallows in 
that state. It wan his own desire that 
he be granted this distinction. 
Owing 


to a long respite, however, four other 
slayers went to their deaths in the chair 
before he did.
